4.  Coin  Types.2 

We  may  now  consider  a  very  important  aspect  of  numismatic  studies  from  an 
archaeologist’s  viewpoint,  namely  the  study  of  coin  types. 

Coin  types  are  useful  to  the  archaeologist  as  they  can  supplement  his  knowledge 
of  material  culture  and  can  also  shed  light  on  aspects  of  antiquity  which  archaeology 
could  not  illuminate.  They  often  depict  objects  which  are  known  from  finds,  and 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  depicted  can  help  the  archaeologist  to  determine  the 
exact  way  in  which  they  were  used,  what  they  looked  like  when  they  were  complete 
(in  cases  where  only  fragments  have  been  found)  and  if  they  were  particularly 
distinctive,  might  even  help  in  dating.  Coins  also  show  objects  that  are  not  known 
to  archaeologists,  and  thus  supplement  his  knowledge,  and  also  give  information  as 
to  dress,  hairstyles,  customs  or  even  religion,  aspects  of  the  past  normally  beyond 
the  limits  of  reasonable  inference.  They  can  also,  in  the  case  of  Roman  coins, 
show  what  different  buildings  (which  have  now  been  altered  or  destroyed)  looked 
like  at  different  periods. 

Coin  types  can  also  help  the  historian  in  a  number  of  ways.  The  two  principal 
contributions  that  they  can  make  is  (1)  by  illustrating  known  events  and  perhaps  in 
this  way  by  giving  interesting  information  as  to  how  contemporaries,  especially 
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rulers,  regarded  certain  events,  and  (2)  by  giving  information  about  events  inade¬ 
quately  described  or  completely  neglected  by  historical  references.  They  may  also 
help  the  historian  to  see  events  in  their  true  light  when  the  facts  have  been  distorted 
by  literary  evidence. 

Let  us  consider  some  examples  first  of  the  way  coin  types  can  aid  the  archaeologist. 

(a)  The  Celtic  Carnyx.  There  is  a  tendency  among  archaeologists  and  numis¬ 
matists  to  underestimate  the  originality  of  the  Celts  in  coin  types.  It  is  assumed, 
quite  wrongly,  that  the  early  series  of  Celtic  coins  were  merely  a  translation  into 
Celtic  art  of  Classical  prototypes,  and  that  the  later  series  were  modelled  on  Roman 
coins.  In  the  same  way  it  is  equally  wrong  to  suppose  that  all  Celtic  coins  are 
masterpieces  of  Celtic  art — although  some  can  vie  with  the  finest  Celtic  work  of 
La  Tene  III  (the  period  in  which  they  were  struck)  some  have  no  aesthetic 
merit  at  all  (like  some  provincial  Hellenistic  bronze  coins)  and  are  merely  echoes 
of  the  great  period  of  Celtic  art,  the  Waldalgesheim. 

Although  late  Celtic  coins  do  show  strong  Roman  influence,  nevertheless  the 
subjects  depicted  are  essentially  Celtic,  not  Roman. 

Let  us  begin  by  considering  some  coins  of  the  Early  Iron  Age  in  Britain  and  the 
light  they  shed  on  the  society  that  used  them. 

Noteworthy  among  these  is  the  series  of  coins  which  have  a  reverse  type  showing 
a  mounted  warrior  carrying  a  carnyx — a  type  of  Celtic  horn.  The  carnyx  is  well 
known  to  archaeologists  and  it  appears  in  many  contexts.  In  Britain  one  was  found 
at  Deskford,  Banffshire  (fig.  3)  and  is  now  in  the  National  Museum  of  Antiquities 
in  Edinburgh.

Two  types  of  carnyx  are  shown  on  Celtic  British  coins,  one  type  appearing  on 
the  coins  of  Tasciovanus,  the  other  on  the  coins  of  Eppillus.  The  Eppillus  carnyx 
is  similar  to  that  shown  on  an  altar  at  Nimes.  The  Tasciovanus  type  is  the  most 
common  form  (fig.  4). 

The  Deskford  carnyx  is  not  exactly  similar  to  either.  It  is  perhaps  more 
reminiscent  of  that  shown  on  the  Gundestrup  Bowl,  from  North  Jutland,  but  it  is, 
however,  very  much  later  than  either  the  coins  of  the  bowl.  Derek  Allen  has  pointed 
out  with  justification  that  nothing  that  appears  on  this  bowl,  the  major  source  for 
illustrations  of  Celtic  life,  cannot  be  paralleled  with  Celtic  coin  types. 

The  coins  are  interesting  as  they  shed  light  on  the  manner  of  use  of  these  trum¬ 
pets.  On  British  coins  they  are  shown  carried  by  a  mounted  warrior,  not  played 
but  brandished.  From  this  it  may  be  gathered  that  the  carnyx  may  also  have  been 
used  as  a  kind  of  standard,  being  waved  above  the  heads  of  warriors  to  act  as  a 
rallying  point.  The  Celts  often  had  a  standard  in  the  form  of  a  boar  on  a  pole,  and 
one  Gaulish  coin  shows  a  man  on  foot  carrying  a  carnyx  to  which  is  attached  a 
standard. 
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{b)  Personal  Appearance.  We  can  also  learn  about  the  appearance  of  the  Celts 
from  their  coins.  Every  adult  male  Celt  wore  a  neck  ring  or  tore,  and  one  is  shown 
on  a  British  coin  of  Verica,  in  the  Ashmolean  (fig.  5).  It  has  terminals  very  like 
those  on  an  electrum  tore  from  Snettisham,  Norfolk. 

Classical  descriptions  of  Celts  do  not  exactly  tally  with  the  numismatic  evidence. 
We  are  inclined  to  think  of  our  Celt  as  being  long  haired  with  a  moustache  and  no 
beard,  but  such  is  rare  on  Celtic  coins,  and  there  is  only  one  example  from  Britain. 
Nearly  all  are  clean  shaven,  though  this  is  perhaps  influenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
early  heads  are  modelled  on  Apollo.  Hairstyles  are  varied,  perhaps  the  most 
interesting  being  in  the  form  of  a  knot  or  a  bun,  or  a  pigtail,  which  occurs  on  coins 
of  Cunobelin.

Some  coins  from  Gaul  show  a  head  to  which  is  attached  smaller  severed  heads 
on  strings — suggesting  that  the  central  head  is  drawing  its  power  from  the  others. 

Before  turning  to  a  less  gruesome  subject  I  might  mention  another  occurrence  of 
a  severed  head,  which  is  typical  of  the  enigmas  Celtic  coins  have  to  offer.  It  appears 
on  a  coin  of  Cunobelin,  where  a  male  figure  is  shown  carrying  it  and  a  sceptre. 
The  figure  appears  to  be  wearing  an  apron  but  little  else.  Behind  him  there  is  a 
flaming  altar  (fig.  6).  It  is  tempting  to  say  that  it  is  a  Druid  carrying  out  a  human 
sacrifice,  but  this  seems  to  me  rather  unlikely,  and  is  more  probably  a  deity,  who  is 
drawing  his  power  from  the  head,  as  in  the  previous  case.  Nevertheless  the  evidence 
for  human  sacrifice  in  even  late  Celtic  times  is  very  strong. 

Although  of  course  the  school-book  picture  of  the  Celts  as  being  woad  painted 
savages  is  completely  false,  and  the  higher  barbarian  culture  of  the  Celts  was  indeed 
very  advanced  in  many  respects,  Caesar’s  description  of  the  Celts  painting  themselves 
or  tattooing  themselves  with  patterns  would  appear  to  be  verified  from  coins. 

(c)  The  Remi.  Figure  7  illustrates  another  Celtic  coin,  this  time  from  Gaul- 
It  is  bronze,  and  circulated  in  the  territory  of  the  Remi,  who  occupied  the  region 
round  Rheims.  Derek  Allen,  in  the  Rhind  Lectures  for  1964,  demonstrated  how 
the  basic  groups  of  Celtic  coins  are  overlaid  by  a  bronze  coinage  showing  Classical 
influence.  These  appear  to  have  circulated  in  Gaul  at  the  time  of  Caesar’s  cam¬ 
paigns  and  were  issued  by  individual  oppida  rather  than  tribes,  but  even  so  had  a 
fairly  wide  circulation.  The  dating  of  these  has  been  established  by  the  finds  from 
the  oppidum  of  Alesia,  in  which  Vercingetorix  was  besieged  by  Caesar  in  52  B.c. 
At  this  site  there  was  a  paucity  of  small  bronzes. 

This  has  been  mentioned  to  show  that  it  is  valid  to  suppose  that  the  chariot 
shown  on  the  reverse  of  this  coin  is  the  same  type  as  that  which  Caesar  would  have 
encountered. 

Fortunately  we  have  archaeological  evidence  to  verify  this,  for  parts  of  a  similar 
chariot  were  found  by  Sir  Cyril  Fox  at  Llyn  Cerrig  Bach  in  Anglesey  where  they 
had  been  thrown  into  a  peat  bog  as  a  votive  offering.  It  has  been  dated  to  the  first 
century  a.d.  and  from  the  remains  it  has  been  possible  to  reconstruct  a  chariot  plan. 
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The  body  appears  to  have  been  a  small  platform,  about  4  ft.  square,  with  a 
chariot  pole  about  eighteen  feet  long.  It  had  neither  a  front  nor  a  back  but  had 
semi-circular  wickerwork  sides.  The  chariot  normally  had  two  people  in  it,  a 
driver  and  a  warrior,  though  due  to  engraver’s  licence  only  one  person  is  usually 
shown  on  coins.  Caesar  informs  us  that  the  British  were  very  skilled,  and  were 
able  to  control  horses  even  on  a  steep  hill  at  a  gallop,  and  often  ran  along  the  chariot 
pole  to  stand  on  the  yoke,  then  return  again.  This  explains  why  there  was  no  front 
to  the  chariot.  Some  coins  of  Gaul  actually  show  the  warrior  running  along  the  pole.

The  obverse,  as  has  been  remarked,  shows  three  heads  side  by  side.  This 
reflects  an  interesting  facet  of  Celtic  religion,  which  often  regarded  deities  as  a 
trinity.  This  was  most  common  among  goddesses,  a  good  example  being  the  three 
Madia  of  Irish  legend,  or  in  Roman  Gaul  and  Britain  the  Tres  Matres.  One  might 
mention  also  the  dread  Ellen  Trechend,  who  came  from  the  cave  of  Cruachain,  and 
devastated  Ireland,  or  perhaps  even  the  Dagda.  A  three  faced  stone  head  was 
found  at  Corleck,  Cavan,  in  Ireland.  Three  is  of  course  still  a  magic  number. 
There  are  typical  tribal  gods  in  the  forms  of  triads,  such  as  Mac  Cuill,  Mac  Cecht 
and  Mac  Grene. 

I  have  chosen  these  examples  from  Celtic  coinage  because  the  Celts  are  known 
to  us  through  mainly  surviving  material  culture  and  references  in  Classical  authors. 

1  could  have  chosen  innumerable  similar  examples  which  could  illustrate  various 
aspects  of  Celtic  life,  either  verifying  w7hat  we  already  know  or  giving  fresh  evidence. 

2  Much  of  the  material  on  Celtic  coinage  is  unpublished.  Some  facts  are  taken  from  the 
Rhind  Lectures  given  by  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen  in  1964,  some  from  conversation  with  the  author.

SOME  VARIETIES  OF  ANGLO-SAXON  COINS

The  purpose  of  this  note  is  to  mention  some  of  the  variants  of  type  which  have 
been  described  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  series.  It  is  likely  that  general  collections  may 
include  examples  and  their  owners  may  find  added  interest  in  the  study  of  these 
fascinating  coins. 

Edgar. 

On  the  issue  of  Eadgar  having  the  legend  eadgar  rex  round  a  cross  pattee  on  the 
obverse  and  a  moneyer’s  name  in  two  lines  on  the  reverse  (Br.  1)  there  is  often  a 
letter  or  symbol  after  rex.  I  have  noted  A,  e,  g,  I,  R,  T,  o,  p,  o,  cross  in  circle,  Greek 
delta,  Greek  gamma,  Greek  rho,  one  crescent  and  two  crescents.  More  than  one 
symbol  is  associated  with  a  particular  moneyer,  for  example  Fastolf  uses  I  (including 
a  coin  of  the  Derby  mint)  and  o ;  and  four  moneyers  use  the  crescent,  including  one 
(Manna)  who  struck  at  York.  So  we  are  left  with  a  question  of  what  significance 
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the  symbols  had.  Since  a  number  of  Eadgar’s  coins  are  debased,  having  only  50-60 
per  cent  silver,  one  possibility  is  that  the  symbols  may  be  connected  with  batches 
of  alloy. 

Aethelred  II. 

When  one  comes  to  mention  varieties  amongst  the  issues  of  Aethelred  II  tribute 
must  be  paid  to  the  detailed  classification  given  by  Hildebrand  who  catalogued  over 
10,000  Anglo-Saxon  coins  in  the  Swedish  Royal  Collection.  In  the  1881  edition 
many  varieties  were  described  and  only  recently  further  study  has  added  to  their 
number. 

The  issue  with  small  cross  pattee  on  the  reverse  and  bust  to  left  on  the  obverse 
(Br.  1)  is  now  thought  to  have  been  used  at  intervals  throughout  the  reign.  R.  H.  M. 
Dolley  and  F.  Elmore  Jones  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal ,  vol.  28,  describe 
the  intermediate  variety  which  has  for  distinguishing  feature  an  obverse  reading 
ending  ang  lo  x  with  the  o  not  joined  to  the  ‘x’  and  with  ng  ligated.  On  other  coins 
(except  a  subvariety  of  the  crux  type)  the  o  and  the  ‘x’  are  joined.  The  intermediate 
style  has  been  seen

Several  variants  of  the  crux  type  have  come  to  light.  Hildebrand  described  a 
smaller  and  generally  lighter  version  (called  Ca)  which  has  been  discussed  in  the 
Brit.  Num.  Journ.,  vol.  28,  by  I.  H.  Stewart.  Most  examples  weigh  about  1.1  gm. 
instead  of  the  usual  1.4  gm.  and  have  diameter  19.5  mm.,  instead  of  21  mm.  They 
usually  come  from  either  London  or  the  Kentish  mints  Canterbury,  Dover  and 
Rochester.  However,  exceptional  examples  from  Lincoln,  Exeter,  Hertford, 
Cambridge  and  Southwark  are  also  known. 

In  addition  to  the  obvious  but  not  infallible  tests  of  weight  and  size,  a  difference 
in  detail  is  that  the  sceptre  on  the  Ca  coins  runs  into  and  across  the  drapery  of  the 
bust  (Fig.  1).  The  eye  is  differently  drawn  and  the  lines  depicting  hair  diverge  from 
the  top  of  the  head  instead  of  running  parallel.  The  coins  from  the  Kentish  mints 
have  as  initial  mark  a  Latin  cross  instead  of  a  cross  pattee. 

A  second  variety  of  the  crux  type,  denoted  ‘Cb’  by  Hildebrand,  has  the  obverse 
of  the  intermediate  small  cross  type  already  mentioned.  There  is  no  sceptre  and 
the  king  wears  a  diadem  (Fig.  2).  This  variety  has  been  discussed  by  Messrs.  R.  H. 
M.  Dolley  and  F.  Elmore  Jones  in  the  Brit.  Num.  Jour.,  vol.  28.  It  is  known  from 
7  mints  with  a  total  of  19  moneyers;  most  examples  are  from  Winchester. 

A  third  variety  of  the  crux  type  described  in  vol.  29  of  the  Brit.  Num.  Jour. 
differs  in  having  the  hair  shown  as  a  set  of  curls  (Fig.  3).  On  some  of  these  coins 
there  is  no  sceptre  and  no  diadem.  The  drapery  is  shown  as  double  lines  running 
from  the  throat  to  the  inner  circle.  It  may  be  remarked  that  the  latter  feature  is 
also  found  on  the  common  coins  of  the  last  small  cross  type  from  the  Winchester 
mint.  On  the  true  coins  of  the  rare  ‘  curls’  variety  the  contraction  mark  between 
M  and  o  on  the  reverse  is  a  Greek  omega  instead  of  a  stroke.  The  variety,  including 
mules  with  normal  reverses,  is  known  from  12  mints  with  19  moneyers.

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The  Last  Small  Cross  type  also  exists  in  a  rare  variety  (Fig.  4)  (Hildebrand  A.e) 
with  the  bust  running  down  to  the  outer  circle.  It  has  been  illustrated  in  Brit.  Num. 
Jour.,  vol.  31,  by  Mr.  C.  S.  Lyon.  It  appears  to  be  known  only  from  the  London 
mint  with  four  examples. 

Edward  the  Confessor. 

A  number  of  minor  variants  of  the  Hammer-cross  type  have  been  discussed  in 
connection  with  the  Sedlescombe  hoard  by  Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  in  the  Brit.  Num. 
Journ.y  vol.  30. 

Two  varieties  differ  from  the  normal  in  having  the  band  of  the  crown  divided; 
in  one  by  vertical  strokes  and  the  other  by  pellets.  The  vertical  strokes  (compart- 
mented)  variety  is  of  the  commoner  and  it  is  suggested  that  it  is  the  earliest  design 
of  the  type. 

The  other  varieties  differ  in  the  form  taken  by  the  sceptre  head.  Normally  this 
is  a  quatrefoil  of  pellets,  one  being  on  the  shaft.  On  one  variety  the  lower  pellet 
is  omitted  from  the  line  of  the  shaft.  A  rare  variety  has  three  pellets  and  two 
crescents  at  the  sceptre  head.  An  important  and  rare  variety  of  the  cross  and  piles 
type  has  a  trefoil  of  pellets  instead  of  a  single  pellet  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  piles 
(see  R.  H.  M.  Dolley,  Numismatic  Chronicle ,  1961).  Most,  if  not  all  of  these  coins, 
derive  from  a  hoard  found  at  Harewood  in  1895  and  yet  coins  of  the  Northampton 
mint  preponderate.  Mr.  Dolley  has  given  the  reasons  for  supposing  that  the  coins 
with  the  special  trefoil  mark  were  produced  by  rebels  from  Yorkshire  and  North¬ 
umbria  who  came  south  as  far  as  Northamptonshire.  Some  accompanying  coins 
having  the  London  mint  signature  but  with  the  trefoil  are  presumed  not  to  have  been 
struck  in  London.  A  unique  coin  with  the  Hertford  mint  signature  had  trefoils  at 
the  heads  of  all  four  piles. 

A  minor  variety  to  be  found  on  the  obverse  of  the  normal  cross  and  piles  type  is 
the  use  of  a  row  of  dots  in  the  band  of  the  crown. 

THE  NEW  ZEALAND  MEDAL.

Military  Train. — Later  the  Royal  Army  Service  Corps. 

Some  members  of  the  Military  Train  were  present  in  both  the  Maori  Wars,  but 
from  the  rolls  the  number  is  very  small. 

The  effective  roll  for  this  Corps  is  very  clear  as  regard  the  dates  to  be  put  on  the 
medals,  they  appear  in  large  figures.  A  rough  abstract  is: — 

1864 —  45  names. 

1866 — 91  names. 

1865- 1866 — 76  names. 

1864-1866 — 2  names. 

1860-1866 — 1  name.  This  medal  was  for  an  Assistant  Surgeon,  and,  of 
course,  he  may  have  served  in  another  unit  as  well. 

The  roll  of  non-effectives  does  not  always  give  the  years  in  which  a  man  served 
and  an  abstract  is  as  follows : — 

9  are  shown  as  having  served  for  3  years. 

1  as  having  had  13  months  service. 
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1  as  being  in  New  Zealand  for  2  years  and  2  months. 

1  as  having  4  years  service, 
names  for  which  dates  can  be  added  are : — 

1864 — 4  names.  1864-1866 — 18  names. 

1863- 1866 — 10  names.  1865-1866 — 4  names. 

1860-1866 — 3  names.  1861-1866 — 5  names. 

1864- 1865 — 2  names.  1865 — 2  names. 

1866 — 2  names. 

It  is  noted  on  the  rolls  that  many  of  the  men  transferred  to  the  Army  Service 
Corps  on  formation. 


4th  Bn.  Military  Train. 

There  is  a  separate  roll  for  this  unit  which  would  appear  to  indicate  that  the 
unit  served  during  the  years  1864-1866  as  the  list  divides  into  1864 — 16  names, 
1865 — 23  names  and  1865-1866 — 13  names. 

The  roll  for  the  Purveyors  records  the  Principal  Purveyor  as  serving  from 
1857-  to  1866,  a  Deputy  Purveyor  from  1861  to  1863,  and  two  Establishment  Clerks, 
one  1862-1864  and  the  other  1861-1866.  As  the  Chief  Purveyor  and  one  Establish¬ 
ment  Clerk  died  before  1869  it  is  doubtful  if  the  medals  were  issued. 


Commissariat  Staff  Corps. 

This  roll  shows  3  Officers  entitled  to  1845-1847  and  33  to  1860-1866.  Of  the 
Other  Ranks  one  man  appears  for  each  of  the  following  dates — 1860-1861,  1860-1864 
(this  man  had  been  in  the  40th  Regiment),  1861-1862,  1861-1863,  1861-1864, 
1861-1866,  1862-1864,  1863,  1863-1866,  and  two  for  1861-1865,  five  for  1865-1866 
and  14  for  1864-1866. 


Army  Hospital  Corps. — Later  The  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps. 

There  is  only  one  roll  for  this  Corps.  This  contains  the  names  of  the  men  who 
had  transferred  from  the  Line  Regiments  to  the  Corps  and  in  many  cases  a  note  of 
their  re-transfer  to  their  own  or  another  Line  Regiment.  The  men  of  the  Corps 
entitled  to  medals  are  all  noted  in  the  claim  sent  to  the  War  Office  25th  November 
1869.  This  War  Office  list  contains  43  names.  An  abstract  of  the  complete  list 
is: — 

One  man  for  each  of  these  dates: — 1860;  1862;  1866;  1860-1866;  1861-1862; 
1861-1867;  1862-1864;  1862-1866;  1863-1866;  with  two  for  1863  and 
1863-1865,  four  for  1865;  11  for  1864  (but  6  of  these  men  retransferred  to 
Line  Regiments)  ;  7  to  1864-1865;  13  to  1864-1866  and  16  to  1865-1866. 

One  man  appears  without  dates  and  is  credited  with  1  year  and  4  months  service. 

As  early  as  this  the  “odd  man”  appears;  no  dates  are  given  but  an  Officer  of  the 
Madras  Army  and  a  Civilian  Veterinary  earned  the  medal. 

Local  Forces 

The  available  information  at  the  Public  Record  Office  lists  four  Waikato  Regi¬ 
ments,  and  the  Auckland  Militia,  there  are  however  very  few  references  to  List  Nos. 
or  A.G.  Nos.  so  one  cannot  say  how  many  medals  were  issued.  It  is  understood 
that  a  regiment  was  raised  in  Australia  for  service  but  that  on  arrival  in  New  Zealand 
these  men  were  posted  to  the  Waikato  Regiment,  this  fact  is  not  noted  in  the  rolls. 

The  numbers  of  names  recorded  are: — 

1st  Waikato  Regiment — 12  Officers — 322  Other  Ranks — 9  Deserters. 

2nd  Waikato  Regiment — 12  Officers — 356  Other  Ranks — 46  Deserters. 

3rd  Waikato  Regiment — 11  Officers — 646  Other  Ranks — 55  Deserters. 
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4th  Waikato  Regiment — 3  Officers  only. 

Auckland  Militia. — 4  Officers — 244  Other  Ranks — 28  Deserters. 

The  general  date  for  the  Colonial  units  is  1861-1866. 

In  this  volume  at  the  Public  Record  Office  there  is,  at  the  end  of  the  various 
Regimental  Rolls,  a  printed  pamphlet  published  by  the  New  Zealand  Government 
in  1870.  This  pamphlet  is  divided  into  four  sections: — 

“A”  Those  men  who  made  claim  for  their  medals  to  the  New  Zealand 
Government. 

“B”  Those  men  who  made  claim  for  the  medal  for  service  after  December 
1866. 

“C”  Those  men  whose  claims  were  disallowed.

Zealand  Medal,  but  it  is  possible  that  some  readers  may  find  errors — if  so  they  are 
asked  to  communicate  with  the  writer. 

The  motto  of  the  Kensingtons  is  “quid  nobis  ardui,”  a  grand  incentive,  but  in 
the  case  of  this  medal  the  aim  has  only  been  attained  by  the  help  of  many  friends 
and  collectors,  and  by  the  ungrudging  assistance  of  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Record 
Office  in  finding  the  rolls  and  giving  permission  to  publish  any  remarks  on  these  rolls.

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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society 
held  on  19th  May,  Mr.  Philip  Grierson,  President, 
announced  that  Council  had  awarded  the  Society’s  medal 
to  M.  Jean  Lafaurie  for  his  contributions  to  medieval 
numismatics  and  to  French  numismatics  in  particular. 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Hersh  read  a  paper  on  “Roman 
Republican  coinage  in  the  second  century  in  the  light 
of  the  Agrinion  and  other  hoards.” 

The  British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Society,  Mr.  Michael  Dolley  read  a  paper  entitled 
“Coinage  in  Ireland,  1185-1216.” 

Mr.  Dolley  divided  the  earliest  coins  of  the  English 
in  Ireland  into  two  main  groups,  the  “  official  ”  issues 
in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  John  both  as  Lord 
(1177-1199)  and  King  (1199-1216),  and  the  “  irregular  ” 
issues  which  seem  to  be  associated  with  Ulster  and  with 
the  heyday  of  John  de  Courcy.  The  “  official  ”  coins 
were  the  subject  of  his  paper,  and  were  divided  into 
three  main  Coinages : 

(1)  Very  rare  halfpennies  with  a  profile  portrait  and  the 
legend  iohannes  without  title. 

(2)  Halfpennies  with  a  facing  bust  and  legend  iohannes 
DOM(inus)  together  with  the  mascle  farthings  by 
the  same  moneyers. 

(3)  Pennies,  halfpennies,  and  farthings  with  a  triangle 
as  the  obverse  and  reverse  type,  and  legend 
IOHANNES  REX. 

The  profile-portrait  iohannes  halfpennies  cannot  yet 
be  securely  dated  but  are  certainly  early.  The  most 
likely  date  is  perhaps  1185,  with  1177  a  possible  alter¬ 
native.  On  the  evidence  of  the  Waterford  coins  with  the 
style  comis  or  de  mo,  Mr.  Dolley  believes  the  dom 
coinage  securely  dated  to  the  period  c.  1189-1199. 
Within  this  bracket  three  distinct  issues  can  be  recog¬ 
nized,  the  first  of  Dublin  only  and  antedating  the  events 
of  1194/1195  when  De  Courcy  and  De  Lacy  moved 
against  Pipard,  the  second  of  Dublin,  Limerick,  Water¬ 
ford,  Kilkenny  and  Carrickfergus  and  to  be  dated  on 
the  evidence  of  Limerick  and  Waterford  after  1195  and 
before  1199,  and  the  third  from  the  same  mints  except 
Kilkenny  to  be  assigned  to  the  year  1198/1199.  Farthings 
exist  of  Dublin  for  the  first  issue,  and  of  Dublin, 
Limerick,  and  Waterford  for  the  second.  The  suggestion 
was  made  that  the  moneyer  Siward  of  Limerick  to  be 
identified  with  the  city’s  first  provost  in  the  closing 
years  of  the  12th  century. 

Mr.  Dolley  then  turned  to  the  rex  coinage.  He 
showed  how  the  statement  in  Roger  of  Wendover  which 
has  been  taken  to  mean  that  the  coinage  began  in  1210 
is  controverted  by  contemporary  documents  of  1204, 
1205,  1207  and  1208.  Non-numismatic  references  in 
the  same  passage  likewise  conflict  with  the  facts,  and 
no  specialist  in  English  Mediaeval  history  would  place 
any  reliance  on  Roger’s  unsupported  testimony,  and 
especially  when  it  proves  to  be  at  variance  not  just  with 
the  coins  and  with  the  hoard-evidence  but  with  admini¬ 
strative  instruments  of  impeccable  authenticity  and 
unambiguous  import.  Mr.  Dolley  argued  that  the  rex 
coinage  was  broadly  coincident  with  Lawrence  Class  V 
of  the  English  Short  Cross  coinage,  i.e.  began  in  1204/ 
1205  and  ran  not  much  later  than  1210.  At  Dublin  the 
orders  of  the  moneyers  can  be  shown  on  the  basis  of 
die-links  and  of  stylistic  degeneration  among  the  half¬ 
pennies,  to  be  Iohan,  Roberd,  and  Willem  (P),  Roberd 
being  the  only  one  to  strike  for  more  than  a  very  few 
months.  The  Limerick  coins  strongly  favoured  this 
argument,  there  being  good  historical  reasons  why  the 
mint  there  should  not  have  begun  striking  the  rex 
coinage  before  1208,  and  Mr.  Dolley  believed  the  most 
likely  date  for  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  Limerick 
and  Waterford  mints  to  be  one  c.  1210.  He  further 
suggested  that  the  Willem  and  Wace  of  the  Limerick 
coins  might  be  one  and  the  same  person,  very  possibly 
the  William  Wace  who  became  the  Bishop  of  Waterford 
in  1223,  while  there  seemed  a  distinct  probability — if 
his  chronology  proved  acceptable — that  the  Roberd 
who  seems  to  disappear  from  the  Dublin  scene  c.  1210 
is  to  be  identified  with  the  Robert  de  Bedford  who 
figures  in  the  Armagh  transcript  of  the  lost  1211  Irish 
Pipe  Roll  as  paying  a  forfeit  of  a  tun  of  wine  “  quia 
refutavit  custodiam  cuneorum.” 


The  Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  On  Thursday,  29th 
April,  1965,  a  very  enjoyable  informal  evening  was  held 
at  the  home  of  one  of  our  members.  The  meeting  com¬ 
menced  with  an  “  exchange  and  sale  ”  session,  and  then 
developed  into  the  usual  displaying  of  recent  and 
unusual  acquisitions,  and  a  discussion  on  medals 
generally. 

Several  scarce  Japanese  medals,  together  with  some 
19th  century  regimental  and  volunteer  medals  were 
shown  by  J.  Loffet,  also  the  early  types  of  K.C.B.  star. 
An  interesting  book  appertaining  to  King  George’s 
Delhi  Durbar,  very  well  illustrated  and  containing  a 
mine  of  information,  was  shown  by  P.  Done.  This  was 
a  very  worthwhile  “  find  ”  in  a  local  bookshop. 

On  Thursday,  13th  May,  1965,  the  regular  monthly 
meeting  was  held,  this  being  in  the  form  of  a  paper 
delivered  by  R.  Lamb  on  the  “Ashanti  Wars  of  the  19th 
Century,”  covering  the  three  main  campaigns,  1873-74, 
1896,  and  1900.  This  was  accompanied  by  some  well- 
illustrated  maps,  and  Mrs.  J.  Done  kindly  brought  along 
some  photostat  copies  of  the  casualty  lists  at  Amoaful. 
A  good  selection  of  medals  in  connection  with  these 
three  campaigns  was  displayed,  including  a  named 
Ashanti  Star  to  the  Royal  Engineers,  and  a  scarce 
Ashanti  1900  with  bar  “  Kumassi  ”  to  the  W.A.F.F.

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  Scheduled  for  the 
Meeting  on  June  9th,  at  the  “Hope  &  Anchor,”  were 
“Talks  by  Members.”  Following  the  discussion  of 
various  matters  arising  from  the  recent  Committee 
Meeting— and  confirming  that  the  “deadline”  for 
contributions  for  the  next  issue  of  Cartwheel  would 
coincide  with  the  next  meeting,  on  June  23rd,  Mr.  S. 
Taylor  (Chairman)  turned  his  attention  to  his  own 
contribution  towards  the  evening’s  activities — “The 
story  of  the  Coinage  of  Hong  Kong.”  This  proved  to 
be  a  fascinating  discourse  which,  illustrated  with 
specimens  from  the  speaker’s  own  collection,  took  us 
through  the  background  history  of  that  Eastern  Island — 
and  painted  a  very  clear  picture  of  the  various  trends  in 
currency.  Despite  years  of  endeavour  to  secure  the 
recognition  of  a  Universal  Dollar — this  was  never 
granted  by  the  relevant  authorities,  and  the  whole 
scheme  for  a  Tael  coinage  fell  through.  Dates,  patterns 
and  types — they  were  all  there  in  one  of  the  most 
interesting  talks  on  the  subject  that  we  had  for  a  long 
time. 

The  second  talk  of  the  evening  concerned  the  Arabic 
Alphabet — and  whilst  the  connection  with  numismatics 
might  not  seem  to  be  immediately  obvious,  when  one 
considers  how  great  a  proportion  of  the  world’s  coins 
bear  Arabic  inscriptions — or  variations  of  Arabic — 
the  value  of  such  a  talk  was  dear.  Mr.  John  Humphris 
made  the  most  of  his  subject,  in  which  he  was  well 
versed,  and  after  the  historical  associations  of  the 
language  had  been  explained,  examples  were  presented, 
coin  inscriptions  interpreted,  and  an  enthusiastic 
response  elicited  from  the  audience.  It  was  indeed 
interesting  to  learn  that  our  own  tongue  originated 
from  the  same  Phoenician  base,  as  in  fact  did  most  of 
the  languages  that  are  in  use  in  the  world  to-day. 
Mr.  Humphris  then  demonstrated  his  skill  in  the 
language  by  writing  the  names  of  various  members, 
in  Arabic  script.  A  fascinating  subject — so  much  so 
that  we  might  hope  for  a  “follow  up”  talk,  at  some 
future  date! 

The  Meeting  closed  shortly  after  ten  o’clock,  after 
the  Chairman  had  confirmed  that  the  next  Meeting 
would  feature  a  coin  auction.

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  The  speakers  at  the 
May  meeting  were  Messrs.  D.  J.  Crowther  and  D.  G. 
Liddell,  who  spoke  on  the  subject  of  “  Numismatic 
Trends.”  Although  both  speakers  followed  rather 
similar  lines  in  their  remarks,  each  treated  the  subject  in 
a  different  manner,  and  Mr.  Crowther,  who  spoke  first, 
took  his  illustrations  mainly  from  the  European  and 
U.S.A.  coin  series,  Mr.  Liddell  taking  his  from  the 
English  series. 
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Points  that  were  mentioned  in  the  speakers’  outline 
of  present  day  trends  in  both  collectors  and  collecting 
included  the  fact  that  the  days  of  the  old  type  more  or 
less  general  collection  of  vast  size  appear  to  be  at  an  end, 
and  that  collectors  have  now  usually  a  more  restricted 
target  and  tend  to  far  greater  specialisation;  that  there 
is  a  growing  cult  of  the  minor  variety  in  modern  coins 
such  as  overstruck  dates,  misplaced  letters,  and  the  like, 
some  of  which  are  of  doubtful  numismatic  value;  that 
there  is  a  growing  interest  being  taken  in  commemorative 
coins  and  medals ;  that  the  present  rise  in  coin  prices  has 
been  brought  about  by  the  far  greater  number  of 
collectors  as  well  as  by  those  who  are  buying  coins 
purely  for  investment  and  speculation;  that  many 
modern  numismatic  books  are  of  far  greater  value  for 
study  than  some  earlier  publications. 

During  the  lectures,  mint  authorities,  collectors,  and 
dealers,  all  had  interesting  and  amusing  anecdotes  told 
against  them,  and  the  interest  aroused  in  their  subject 
by  the  speakers  was  evident  from  the  questions  asked  of 
them. 

Derbyshire  Nuin.  Soc.  The  10th  May  meeting 
held  at  the  Genevieve  Coffee  House,  Derby,  was  devoted 
to  identification  and  members’  problems.  The  pro¬ 
ceedings  opened  with  a  light-hearted  game  in  which 
individual  members  thought  of  a  coin  and  the  rest  tried 
to  find  out  what  it  was  by  asking  questions,  the  answers 
to  which  could  be  only  “  yes  ”  and  “  no.”  Five  out  of 
six  coins  were  correctly  deduced  before  twenty  “  noes  ” 
were  given. 

There  then  followed  a  discussion  on  various  collectors’ 
problems,  principally  on  the  cleaning  of  corroded  or 
encrusted  coins.  Finally  a  coin  quiz  was  held.  Twenty- 
five  coins  were  passed  round,  each  accompanied  by  a 
question  about  the  specimen.  Many  members  found 
these  questions  somewhat  difficult,  but  all  enjoyed 
examining  the  coins  which  were  most  varied  in  date 
and  geographical  location. 

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland  (Northern  Branch). 

Meetings  took  place  on  12th  March,  9th  April  and  14th 
May,  1965,  at  the  Ulster  Museum.  At  the  first,  W.  A. 
Seaby  gave  his  illustrated  lecture  on  Castlecomer 
Colliery  Tokens,  which  he  had  already  delivered  to  the 
parent  society  at  Dublin  in  October,  1964.  He  said  he 
had  now  traced  some  eighteen  extant  examples  of  this 
token,  all  countermarked  on  Spanish  dollars  (1774-1808), 
and  had  obtained  photographs  of  almost  all.  Of  these 
pieces  thirteen  were  found  to  be  impressed  with  the 
original  oval  stamp;  one  was  an  early  forgery  but  cast 
from  a  dollar  bearing  tfie  genuine  stamp ;  the  other  four, 
including  that  of  1808,  bore  a  counterfeit  stamp  and  one 
(possibly  more)  of  those  so  impressed  were  themselves 
spurious.  Almost  half  of  the  coins  were  now  in  public 
institutions,  the  remainder  in  private  hands  and  thus 
still  marketable.  They  were,  however,  scattered  widely 
over  the  world,  in  Britain,  Ireland,  and  in  cabinets  of 
collectors  living  both  in  North  and  South  America  and 
in  the  Philippines.  In  the  discussion  which  followed 
R.  H.  M.  Dolley  put  forward  reasons  why  he  considered 
the  issue  of  this  token  was  more  likely  to  be  1804  than 
the  period  1811-15  to  which  it  had  formerly  been 
attributed. 

At  the  next  meeting  two  papers  were  given:  (a)  K.  J. 
Lovatt  spoke  on  two  gold  coins  in  his  collection.  One 
was  a  noble  of  Edward  III  of  the  Treaty  period;  the 
other  a  ryal  of  Edward  IV.  He  gave  a  short  history  of  the 
noble  stating  that  the  design  of  the  King  in  the  ship 
probably  originated  from  the  naval  victory  of  Sluys  in 
1340;  the  religious  inscriptions  were  to  deter  clipping, 
the  culprit  endangering  his  soul  as  much  as  his  life  in 
tampering  with  the  King’s  money!  The  absence  of  the 
French  title  in  this  issue  showed  that  Edward  had 
technically  observed  the  Treaty  of  Bretignv  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  he  had  retained  the  quartering  of  the  French 
lis  with  the  English  leopards  on  his  shield  of  arms.  In 
discussing  the  ryal  the  speaker  mentioned  the  raising 
of  the  value  of  the  noble  to  10s.  and  the  adoption  of  the 
Yorkist  rose  (on  the  side  of  the  ship)  as  a  heraldic  badge 
on  the  coinage,  (b)  S.  G.  Rowe  spoke  on  numismatic 
books.  He  summarised  and  evaluated  a  number  of  text 
books,  reference  works  and  dealers’  catalogues.  Most 
of  those  he  showed  were  from  his  own  collection  and 
he  read  some  amusing  excerpts  from  Pinkerton  giving 


his  (Pinkerton  s)  somewhat  caustic  opinion  of  previous 
writers  on  coins  and  tokens.  A  discussion  followed 
both  talks. 

The  May  meeting  was  Members’  Night.  Short  papers 
were  given  by  two  senior  and  two  junior  members  about 
coins  which  particularly  interested  them,  (a)  A.  J. 
Cheeseman  summarised  Chinese  currency  from  spade 
and  knife  forms  to  the  poor  little  copper  cash  at  the  end 
of  the  Ching  dynasty.  He  also  spoke  of  trade  dollars 
and  other  coins  issued  by  various  countries  and  com¬ 
panies  which  were  accepted  by  China,  and  he  showed 
a  specimen  of  the  Tibetan  rupee  struck  in  1903  and 
bearing  a  portrait  of  the  last  Manchu  emperor,  Kuang 
Hsu.  (b)  Mrs.  Warwick  read  for  Miss  H.  Ross,  a  short 
paper  on  Wood’s  halfpence,  dealing  with  their  non- 
acceptance  by  the  Irish,  and  the  heavy  scorn  and  ridicule 
poured  on  the  coins  by  Dean  Swift  writing  anonymously 
in  the  Drapier  letters.  In  these  he  denounced  the 
procurement  of  the  patent  for  the  issue,  but  Miss  Ross 
felt  that  not  all  Swift’s  criticism  of  the  halfpennies 
themselves  was  justified;  nevertheless  it  had  its  effect 
in  getting  the  coinage  withdrawn,  (c)  S.  A.  Dunlop 
discussed  the  various  denominations  of  the  English 
silver  issued  by  Elizabeth  I,  pointing  out  that  the  ijd. 
and  3d.  pieces  were  the  only  coins  of  these  values 
specifically  issued  for  England,  (d)  K.  Jeffery  gave  a 
resume  of  the  issue  of  the  halfcrowns,  their  designs  and 
engravers,  from  the  reign  of  George  III  to  the  present 
day,  mostly  taken  from  his  own  collection. 

London  Numismatic  Club.  At  the  May  meeting 
Mr.  R.  N.  Bridge  gave  a  talk  on  “Carthage  and  her 
mints.”  He  began  with  a  short  outline  of  the  history 
of  the  city,  which  starting  in  the  9th  century  b.c.  as  a 
trade  outpost  of  the  Phoenicians,  had  by  the  4th 
century  become  the  capital  of  a  great  commercial 
empire  with  a  far-flung  network  of  colonies  and  strong- 
points  in  the  Western  Mediterranean  and  along  the 
Atlantic  coasts  of  Africa.  An  account  followed  of 
the  development  of  Carthaginian  influence  in  Sicily 
and  the  clash  with  Syracuse  and  other  Greek  cities 
that  inevitably  ensued.  It  was  at  this  period  that  the 
earliest  coinage  made  its  appearance,  rather  surprisingly 
for  military  rather  than  commercial  reasons,  as  the 
inscriptions  on  the  Siculo-Punic  tetradrachms  show. 
A  little  later  came  the  famous  gold  staters  with  their 
beautiful  Tanit  heads,  horses  and  palm-trees,  a  series 
which  continued  in  unbroken  sequence  but  diminishing 
standard  for  over  a  century.  It  bore  no  inscriptions 
but  had  a  special  series  of  markings,  a  varying  number 
of  dots,  solar  disc  with  uraeus,  etc.  By  264  b.c.  a  more 
formidable  adversary,  Rome,  appeared  and  from  then 
on  there  was  bitter  if  intermittent  warfare  between 
these  two  powers  until  the  final  extinction  of  Punic 
Carthage  in  146  b.c.  This  long  period  of  warfare  had 
a  disastrous  effect  on  the  economy  of  Carthage,  leading 
to  a  steady  decline  in  monetary  standards:  the  larger 
gold  pieces  disappeared,  the  silver  became  debased, 
and  there  was  an  enormous  increase  in  the  bronze 
issues.  A  remarkable  interlude  occurred  between  the 
first  and  second  wars  with  Rome  when  the  Barcid 
issues  appeared  in  Spain  bearing  portraits  of  Hamilcar, 
Hasdrubal  and  Hannibal,  but  otherwise  the  head  of 
Tanit,  the  horse  and  the  palm  dominated  the  coinage 
throughout. 

Mr.  Bridge  then  went  on  to  describe  Carthage 
during  its  six  hundred  years  of  Roman  rule  when  it 
again  rose  to  eminence,  not  only  as  a  trading  centre 
but  as  a  city  of  literary  activity,  famous  alike  for  its 
gaiety  and  its  vice.  Numismatically,  however,  it  was  a 
barren  period,  since  only  in  68  a.d.  during  the  Civil 
Wars  and  at  the  end  of  the  3rd  century  a.d.  at  the  time 
of  the  First  Tetrarchy  were  any  issues  made  from  the 
mint,  the  former  being  the  unofficial  denarii  of  Clodius 
Macer  (now  so  rare!)  and  the  latter  the  well-known 
series  of  folles  bearing  the  allegorical  figure  of  Africa. 
Constantine  closed  the  mint  after  the  revolt  of  Alexander 
and  no  further  issues  w'ere  made  during  the  Roman 
period. 

The  lecture  was  illustrated  with  slides  showing  the 
principal  remains  of  Carthage,  and  a  selection  of  the 
Punic  and  Roman  issues  discussed. 

(The  Vandalic  and  Byzantine  periods  (439-698  A.D.) 
are  to  be  dealt  with  at  a  later  date.)
